THE NEW POSI-OFFICE BUILDING. 

The Supervising Architect of the Treasury 
Department has given a peculiar reason for 
his opposition to the proposition to put up a

Rock and Wal- 
worth Counties in Wisconsin, which gave Har- 
rison 5,169 more votes than Cleveland, gave at 
the last election but 2,505 Republican plural- 
ity. The Democrats of those counties who 
grow tobacco suitable for wrappers refused to 
accept the kind invitation of the members of 
the Ways and Means Committee. Mr. Cas- 
well, who represented this tobacco-growing 
district and had two years ago a plurality of 
4,300, was left at home. Matters were no bet- 
ter in those New York counties where tobacco 
is grown. In all of them the Republicans met 
with heavy losses. Not a Democratic farmer 
voted for their candidates.

NEW YORK’S MONUMENTAL FOLLY. 

The House has done wisely in defeating 
the motion to appropriate $100,000 for the 
erection uf a monument to the victims of the 
prison ships at Fort Green, Brooklyn, not be- 
cause the country should not gratefully re- 
member all its Revolutionary heroes, but be- 
cause it would have established a dangerous 
precedent. For all practical purposes Brook- 
lyn is a part of New York, and undoubtedly 
before long will be legally swallowed up in 
the new City of Yorkbrooké, Had the House 
passed this appropriation it would have en- 
couraged the New-Yorkers to flood Congress 
with bills for monumental relief. at it had 
consented to build a monument to mem- 
ory of the prison ships it could not have re- 
fused to have added to the thirty monument 
bills already favorably reported by the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs the seven monu- 
ments proposed, but mot intended to be built 
by New York, making in all thirty-seven | 
more illustrations of the atrocious art which 
is engendered by Congressional appropria- 
tion. 

It was stated officially in September last 
that there were six different monuments which 
New York proposed to build to various indi- 
viduals. They inclufle the Washington Me- 
morial Arch, he Grant Monument, the 
Auduben Monument, the Peter Cooper 
Monument, the Horace Greeley Monu- 
ment, and the Brare Monument. These 
monuments are represented by funds, or, 
more strictly speaking, by subscription pa- 
pers, which is the favorite New York practice. 
There are in reality or were seven funds. 
One was started over half acentury ago to 
build a monument ti Washington and it got 
as far as the corner-stone and then stopped, be- 
cause after some years it was found that the 
subsctiption. paper was lost and some one had 
stolen the corner-stoene. This fund, therefore, 
cannot. be counted fairly with the others. Of 
the six funds mentioned, however, not one 
has reached even one-fourth the amount prom- 
ised in some cases and needed in others, and 
not one of them has advanced a single penny 
on this 17th day of Dyoember beyond where it 
stood on the first day of last September, and 
probably never will unless by outside help. 
From this standpoint thé public can realize the 
danger that has been escaped so narrowly. If the 
House had voted to bud a monument for New 
York to the memory of the prison-ship vic- 
tims that city promptly would have dumped | 
six more monuments into the House with six 
lean subscription lists to be filled out by act 
of Congress. Henceforth let it be understood 
that Congress will not build any monuments 
for New Tork until New Tork has built the 
monument for Gen. Grant, which it promised 
to do four or five years ago, and. until it builds 
a million-dollar monument as it agreed, and 
not the hundred-thousand dollar patent-exten- 
sion monstrosity which it is now proposed to 
erect. If Congress can make up its mind to 
wait patiently until Yorkbrooke does this 
there is no danger it will ever been called 
upon, for by the unwise and unpatriotic action 
of the House it has been decreed that Gen. 
Grant’s monument shall be neglected and for- 
gotten. i 

Tun motion of Congressman Hopkins to 
prohibit speculation in the precious metals is 
well meant, but would not necessarily be ef. 
fective. He wishes to prevent any stock ex- 
change from listing certificates representing 
deposits of gold or silver bullion with-any 
trust company or other corporation to be 
bought or sold on such exchange. Undoubt- 
edly that provision could be enforced, but 
would gambling in the métals be thereby 
stopped? Probably not. The effort to pre- 
vent such ganibling in gold during the war 
was an acknowledged failure, and the law was 
speedily repealed. There has been a law on 
the statute books of this State for many years 
prohibiting the trading in privileges on 
grain, and by some donstrued to 8 
all dealing on margins, but it is a 
letter.

No plan has yet been devised for preventing 
people from risking their money on the ups and 
downs of prices that accomplished the desired 
result, and probably none will ever be adopted 
that can work a cure of theevil, though it may 
tend to repress it. Betting on prices may be 
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steal. In view of the facts there cannot be 
much stolen. There are in the County Jail on 
an average about 300 prisoners. The appro- 
priation allows only $80 per annum for diet- 
ing each prisoner. It is safe to say if the 
Lieb requisition plan should be adopted the 
cost per prisoner would be doubled. The real 
evil of the system isthe power it confers on 
Commissioners to gandbag the Sheriff into 
giving them appointments of bailiffs, deputies, 
clerks, etc. In this way the system is a cause 
of political ption. It has been suggested 
as a way out of the difficulty that the Legisla- 
ture should iticreasa the Sheriff's salary to 
$15,000 per annum. The Legislature cannot 
do that, as the Constitution provides that. the 
Sheriff’s salary cannot exceed that of a 
Circuit Judge ($7,000 per annum). But as the 
Sheriff accepted the nomination for the office 
and the office itself with a full knowledge of 
the law in respect thereto he ought to be will- 
ing—he is willing it appeats—to take such com- 
pensation as the law properly interpreted per- 
mits, That is the right position te take, and the 
legal aspect of the question ought to definite- 
ly determined as soon as possible,

How the New Céntral Market on South 
Water Street Will Look. 

The dividing waila between the cold-storage 
apartments in the basement of the new Cen- 
tral Market property are nearly completed. 
The company owns the Allerton dock prop- 
erty, extending. east from State street bridge 
a distance of 220 feet along the river, thence 
south 166 feet to South Water street, and west 
114 feet on that street. The lease of the land, 
which has ninety-five years yet to run, was ob- 
tained and the five-story buildings occupying 
part of the ground have been bought outright. 
The six westerly stores on the Allerton prop- 
erty were not sold. 

Between the rear of the store at the south- 
east corner of State and Water streets there is 
a State street fron of about eighteen feet. 
There will be located the entrance to the new 
market building. The five Water street stores 
will be left as they are save that the walls of 
the lower floor will give place to iron-support- 
ing pillars. m4 

That part of the building along the river 
whose foundations are now being laid will be 
thirty feet high and roofed with glass. It will 
have but one story and a basement, the floor- 
ing for market purposes covering 20,000 square 
feet. 7 

The entrance from State street will be six- 
teen feet wide and almost as high as the buila 
ing above the basement. The ornamentations 
will be terra cotta and mosaics. The flooring 
in the vestibule will be marble, and 
from it marble steps will de- 
scend to the floor of the market proper. 
on the South Water street level. The market 
will be divided into stalls, each of an area of 
170 square feet. The lines ae = will be 
separated b assages ei eet wide and 

a with * — The partition walls will 

open iron work. The couriters will be iron- 
framed and marble-topped. Under each lit- 
tle shop will be a cold-storage vault for the 
sole use of the tenant. The lower floors of 
the five store buildings will form a continuous 


part of the market. The upper floors are to. 


be for cold storage. The system of securing 
the right temperature will be the same as that 
now used by the Union Cold Storage com- 
pany. 

It is said no market in the world is as com- 
plete in all its py peo rg as this new Cen- 
tral Market. e ‘stalls are planned to be 
twice as large as those of Washington market, 
New York. The 2 the latter market 
are narrow and o blocked by the tables of 
the tenants which are pushed out to give more 
room. The fixed iron tables of the new mar- 
ket will prevent crowding of this kind. The 
location of the cold vaults in the cellar ob- 
viates the constant Grip of water from above, 
which is a fault pf the New York market. 
Sixty tenants have already applied fur stalls 
and it is thought that the ing will be 
ready by next Marg. 

No constructional! part of the market will be 
of wood, stone, brick, iron, steel and glass 
forming the materials for its building.

from Chicago to New York, effective Dec. 29, 
1890; usual differences to govern to other sea- 


board points and points east of the Western 


termini of the trunk lines. 
Taking effect on the same date, the rates 
named in the local tariffs of the various east- 


bound lines on grain toꝰ Middle and Western 


points will also apply on corn the same as on 
all other grain. 

When a general advance in rates was made 
by the Eastern roads about a month ago the 
rate on wheat, oats, rye, barley, and all prod- 
ucts of grain were fixed at 25 cents, while the 
rate on corn was made 22 cents per 100 
pounds, There has been much complaint on 
the part of shippers because the rate on oata 
was made 2 cents higher per 100 pounds 
than the rate on corn and the Boards of Trade 
of Chicago and Peoria filed energetic protests 
against the discrimination, threatening to go 
before the Inter-State Commission if the mat- 


ter was not properly adjusted. Of course it 


was not the mtention of these people to force 
up the corn rate to 25 cents; what they wanted 
was a reduction in the oat rate to 22}¢ cents, 
the same as on corn. But, as usual, the rail- 
roads readjusted the rates in the wrong direc- 
rection, giving the shippers the worst of the 

The reason that the roads a month ago 
made the rate on corn 22%¢ cents per 100 
pounds was that the Inter-State 
Commission last summer issued an order to 
the effect that the rate on corn to be reason- 
able should be 23¢ cents less than the rate on 
wheat. It appears that the Eastern’ roads 
have lately induced the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission to grant them a rehearing in the 
matter of relative rates on corn and wheat, 
and, taking 3 of the leniency shown 
towards them by commission, they ad- 
vanced the rate on corn to the basis of wheat, 
making it 25 cents for both articles. This 
does away with the complaint of the 
shippers that discrimination exists between 
the rates on oats corn, but there 
is a 3 that the shippers 
will ask the Inter-State Commission why the 
Eastern roads are permitted to ignore or- 
der given last summer the rate on corn 
should be 23¢ cents less than on wheat. There 
is no good reason why the commission should 
require that the Western roads must make the 
rate on corn 3 cents per 100 pounds less than 
on wheat while they permit the Eastern lines 
to ignore the orders given at the same time 
that a difference of 244 cents in the rates on 
those articles should be made. 

But on general principles it is believed the 
Eastern roads made a mistake in advancing 
the corn rate to 25 cents. corn crop last 
summer was a failure and littlé of the stuff 
remains in farmers’ hands. The previous ad- 
vance from 20 to 224¢ cents has already had 
the effect of causing a serious decrease in 
corn shipments, and, with the additional ad- 
vance, they will cease almost entirely.

The known 
property of alcohol to produce precipitation in 
the juice was made use of in the further study of 
this problem. The difficulti says the report, 
which have been encountered in manufacturing 
sugar from sorghum juices have been solely due 
to the presence of these gums. Not only has the 


removal of the gums been effected by the process 


evolved during these experiments. but it has been 
shown that this can be effected at a cost compara- 
tively trifling by comparison with the results ob- 
tained. The article used precipitation can 
8 wholly repovered by subsequent dis- 
illation. 
The experiments show that the total loss of 


alcohol need not exceed 5, or at the most 10, per 


cent. 

Another feature is that the gammy substance 
separated by the process is itself fermentable, 
yielding almost half its 8 in alcohol. By the 
adoption of this process o report argues, the 
period of manufacture, the shortness of which has 
always been one of tlhe troubles in the making of 
sorghum sugar, ean be considerably lengthened. 
The usual period for the manufacture of sugar, 
now practically confined to the months of Se 
tember and October, could be devoted exclusively 
to the extraction of the juice and the making of 
the sirup, which can easily preserved and 
worked into sugar subsequently, either through 
the winter months jor in the, spring. when the 
factory could again he set in operation. 

In order that the now method of production may 
become possible, the report suggests the necessity 
for a modification of the revenue laws so as to 
allow the preparation 
process to be carried on without tax, to be made 
under bond given by the manufacturer that it 
shall be used only for this purpose, and the appa- 
ratus for making it to be erécted the manu- 
facturer and to be under the direct inspection of 
revenue officers. It is urged that the department
